This is an interim response to your April 17, 2002, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request 
to the National Institute of Standards and Technology (NIST) for: copies of all documents from 
September 11, 2001, to the present (April 20, 2002 — date of receipt of FOIA) related to the 
NIST’s investigation of Seven World Trade Center — New York, New York 10048; and for 
documents relied upon by the NIST in performing its investigation. For reference purposes at 
NIST, your FOIA has been assigned #02-56. 


The NIST building and fire safety investigation of the World Trade Center disaster has just 
formally begun. NIST expects the investigation to take an estimated 24 months. During the 
course of the investigation, NIST will maintain a website (http://wtc.nist.gov) to provide 
information on its investigation to the public. This website is already up and running and 
includes the final NIST investigation plan.
